POPE AND. THE GUARANTEE 
; LAW... 


Professor Laband, Germany's most learned 
jurisconsult, sends an article to the Jurieten 
Zeitung.in which he discusses the position of 
the Pope aa it is ufletted by the attitude of 
Italy. The Guaranteo Law, he’ points out, 
owes its existence to the understanding that 
his Holiness reside in Rome. It is reasonable, 
therefore, to suppose that should the Papal 
residence be transferred to any other State 
the Guarantee Law ceases to ‘have any 
value, and: it is certain that Italy ‘would 
nover reriew its ‘provisions. It is equally 
certain that tio other State in’ the world 
would tolerate a: guarantee law for the 
Pope. These guarantees, says the Professor, 
are the remnants of the-temporal power. In 
Rome, with. its immemorial . ecclesiastical 
traditions, they areinevitable. But no other 
capital in any dther State’ has this peculiar.”
